2. Nava Inshore fortifications in the Port Arthur area wore oompleted in Deoeaber 1947 
ir.der the direction of Vasilenko, an a nay engineer, first rank, idio was the chief 
oonstiniotion engineer of the Kronstadt (Leningrad) Fortifies ti*xi Zen© boforo kis 
aasignment in Port Arthur, This fortified aeotor of Port Arthur, excluding forti- 
fied islands, is twenty itiiles in depth. All aaral«-8hore fortification oonstructicn 
has since been shifted to the Changahan Archipelago (122-30, 39-15). 

5« Work on the deepening and reinforeeicent of covered submarine pens in the naval-ahA'jr' 
fortified sector in the Huang ohinshan ( 121^15 ’30", 38®47*46") region has bean coo: 
pleted. The channel ocnnecting the gulf with the outer bay has been widened con- 
siderably. This asetor is defended by the Far Bastern Naval Rifle Brigade (Mariis©) 
which is supported by heavy artilleiy. 

4. The land fortification sector oonsiste of three fortified "belts": (a) along (^ia- 
ohou fountain (?

£ 121^13*, H 38°46* to Laohuweitun (121-14, 38-47) to Huangohinshan and ends on 
the shore at approximately fi 121*^17* , S 38^47’ 30".
